C om plete reorganization of the 
a ta 'e health d ep artm ent to "get it 
out of politics" w as suggested to 
th e Nebra.ska legislative council 
T uesday by Dr. A. L. M iller of 
K im ball, physician and state sena 
tor. 
He profKised a public health 
council of five members, seleet- 
ed from three professions— the 
m edical, denial and pharm aceu­ 
tical— to supplant the 
present 
setup under which the governor 
Is the director of health with an 
"acting director." 
T he latte r, Dr. M iller said, "is 
sub ject to th e political w him s of 
any individual w ho m ight occupy 
th e governor's office and th ere are 
no qualifications set up for the 
ind ividual w ho serves as h ealth 
director." 
The council members would 
he appointed, he explained, by 
the governor from a list sub­ 
mitted by the three professions 
and would be subject to leg isla­ 
tive confirm ation. 
They could 
not be removed except for cause 
and they would empl3y a direc­ 
tor of health based on specific 
qualifications.
